There are, however, two other Viggtls, 
less familiar. The first of these is he who 
was sent by the Almighty, under a 
Christian dispensation, to conduct Dante 
Alighieri through Hell and Purgatory to 
the gates of assa, and who was only 
prevented from entering Heaven himeelí, 
and eccupying an honoured place therein, 
by the misfortune of having died before 
Christ came to vedeem the world. This 
is the Virgil at whose tomb the apostle 
Paul is said to have shed tears; who 
gave testimony in the ‘‘ Mystery of the 
Nativity ’’ at Limoges and Kheims, and 
whose image is seen to-day among’ those 
of the Old Testament prophets in the 
Cathedral of Zamora. 

There is yet a third Virgil. . Luca 
Signorelli painted his picture about the 
year 1500, at the close of the Middle Ages. 
The poet sits there, at work on

CLASSICAL AND MODERN. 


Here are three totally different ceneceap- 
tions of one man, The first, the classical 
conception as well as the modern, is 
clearly reasonable, based, as it is, both on 
the impression left by the poet’s writings 


and on contemporary evidence. There are, | 


however, the two others, both ‘medisval, 
und both, we cannot but feel, fantastic 
and monstrous. Did Dante blaspheme m 
portraying Virgil, the greatest and most 
famous of the pagans: as God’s-envoy, and 
was Signorelli aiming after a perverse 
originality in representing him as one who 
possessed forbidden knowledge’? Neither 
supposition can be correct. As the greatest 
artists do, they mirrored the ideas of their 
age. During a thousand years there had 
developed a Virgil legend—a dual concep 
tion that found expression in the works of 
the Florentine poet and the Cortonese 
painter. 

It ix quite clear how the mediseval idea 
nvose of Virgil as one especially favoured 
by a“ bvistian Heaven. It was natural 
and easy for early Christian enthasiasts 
to discover a prophet of the Messiah in a 
poet whe proclaimed the speedy advent of 
a child under whose dominion peace should 
be upon the earth and the golden years 
should return—and all this in language 
strongly reminiscent of the Book of 
Isaiah. <A little more scholarship would 
have shown them that the poem referred 
to the expected offepring of Octavian, tire 
poet’s friend and patron. Nevertheless, 
the supposition was ingenious and the 
polemical possibilities enormous. It was a 
weighty argument against paganism that 
jts supreme singer was in reality the herald 
and standard-bearer of the new and 
despised faith. Hence came the second 
conception of Virgil. It has only recently 
been given a decent burial. 


A NEAPOLITAN LEGEND. 


The second part of the Virgil legend 
and the conception of our third Virgil are 
hewildering.. The kindly poet has become 
4. Mmadcician, in comparison with whom 
Faust, Merlin and Michael Scott are mere 
apprentices to necromancy. Presumably 
the conception arose from the “ romantic ” 
tendency of the Middle Ages and the 
concomitant medieval craving for the 
marvellous, Which later was to give birth 
to onehanted towers, invisible cloaks, and 
all the romantic panoply of magic hors 
and gwords. The legend originated in 
Naples, where the poet was buried, and 
was disseminated through Europe ly 
joreigners who came to visit the tomb, 
Strange stories were told of Virgil tb 
faWurs to the city—how he had set up 
u @atue of an archer, with a bent bow 
nimed at Vesuvius, to terrify it into 
keeping quiet, until a foolish man 
released the arrow, whereupon the volcano 
became active once more; how he presented 
the ejty with a bronze fly that kept away 
all other uies, and a butcher's block on 
which meat vemained fresi; for weeks; 
and how he confined all the serpents 
beneath a statue year the Porta Nolana. 
The construction of magie mirrors, 
speaking heads and castles resting on eggs 
was nothing to him. It is told, too. how 
the apostle Paul caused the Monte 
Verginio to open and reveal the poet 
seated amopg his books of sorcery and 
cuarded by two bronze men plying axes 
over the door incessantly, until the saint 
spoke in Christ’s name, when everything 
fell to dust. 


THE MAGIC BOOK. 

The benefits of Virgil’s favour were 
extended to Rome also. The * Gesfu 
Romanorum tells how he built a miniature 
castle, surrounded by tiny knights, who 
wave warning by ringing bells and pointing 
their spears when Rome was threatened 
with  iavasion. He was even more 
convincing as a practitioner of the 
definitely ‘‘Ablack’’ art. No ving or lamp 
in the “ Arabian Nights’’ is capable ol 
letting loose more than ene devil at a 
time. but Virgil’s magic book summoned 
60.000 in the twinkling of an eye.

Time and place were of no account in 
these legends. The poet = becomes, 
according to the. birth-place of the 
particular story, «a Roman _ senator, 
Turkish knight or Spanish hidalgo; he 
has dealings with Bomulus and the 
Sultan of Babylon. In one curious 
romance the two conceptions are united. 
In this we find Virgil prophesying to a 
strange, medjeval Nero, a worshipper of 
Satan and Mohammed, that his new 
palace. will fall to the ground when a 
virgin’ bears a son. Shortly afterwards 
Christ .is born, and the palace falls. 
Nero, enraged, complains that Virgil did 
not give him fair warning, and insists 
on a dgel. Virgil, returning to make his 
preparations, is instructed hy  Hippo- 
crates, the physician, in all the prophecies 
relating to Christ, and, secure in this 


. heaventy armour. vouquishes the tyrant. 


The latter. dying, coniesses that he is one 
of the rebellions anuels cast out from 
Heaven, whereupon Virgil delivers a Jong | 
exposition ol sacre. history before 


administering the final stroke. 


Se this conception developed inio one 
most curious perversions that 
gnorance ever wos devised. Meanwhile, 
a few lonely monks were labouring in their 
cloisters, preserving for the world the fext 
of those sublime poum: through which the 
"s real soul was to shine. when. the, 
nee dawned snd men saw the

A Lifehoat Centenary. 


— 


Tie havoc wrought at sea bv the bad 
weather of the last week or two recalls the 
fact that the eentenary of the lite-boat 
station at Neveastle, Co. Down. wag eelc- 
brated this vear. To mark the octasioen, 
the Koya] National Life-Boat Institution, 
itself just ne hundred and five years old, 
presented a vellum certificate, signed by 
the Prince of Wales, and expressing 
appreciation of the services of the officers, 
crew and coinmittce, to the Rey. Otwry 
Woodward. Chairman of the Newcastte 
Branch, who han led it over to the District 
Council ior preservation amongst is 
records. The-tertificate gives the number 
of medals awarded for gallantry durjng 
the century of the station s establishment, 
and, as far as available, the number of 
lives resened. 

The first.life- hort stations established ir 
Ireland by the !nstitetion were those of 
Courtma@herry, Co Cork, and Dundrym 
Bay, at Rosyiass, in County Down, in 
1825, tranaferred to Newcastle five years 
later, In the past hundred years the 
Newcastle station has had seven life-boats, 
which have gone out life-saving fifty tintes. 
Nearly a hundred lives have been 
rescued, and the liie-boatmen and others 
have been awarded two gold and eighteen 
silver medals, as well as a geld medal 
from the French Government for fhe 
rescue of a French barque in 1905. 

The Roval National Lite-Boat Institution 
was founded at a meeting on March 4th, 
1824. in the famous old City of London 
Tavern. in Bishopsgate street Within. This 
was built in 1765, and finally closed in 
1876. when it was sold to the Royal Bank 
of Scotland. It was a great place of resort 
for political catherimes, public sales, and 
yelivious and benevolent assemblies, and 
was noted for its dimmers, wines, and 
turile.

An Open-Air Amusement 


One of ‘the mest important movements | 
in Ireland to-day is that which aims at 
the collection and classification of our folk 
tales and songs, and it is gratifying to note 
the..ever-widening interest taken in this 
form of sociological study by the cultured 
people of this country. One cannot but 
remejpber that it was out of a passion for 
this folk stuff that Herder and Goethe 
were able to light the flame of national 
literature and national Jiíe in Germany; 
and the inference is that the more deeply 
embedded in our consciousness becomes the 
old traditional texture of our racig!] 
thought, the nearer comes the day of a 
great national cultyre among us. I was 
talking the other day to one of our more 
prominent folklorists, Mr, J. H. Delargy, 
and was interested to learn that, while it 
1s essential to collect the tales and songs 
before it ig too late, there is an equally 
pressing need to keep intact the material 
evidence of past culture of the common 
people of the land. In Stockholm, he tells 
me, there is an open-air museum whither 
are carried, and set up exactly as they 
existed in occupation, specimen dwelilngs 
acquire] all ever Sweden. There are to ve 
seen the old scythes and reaping hooks, the 
out-moded ladders and spindles, the wall 
decorations, pots, pans and wooden ware, 
and on holydays the people of Stockholm 
theninelves swell the numbers of students 
who come pridefully to study the way their 
fathers and grandfathers lived. It seems 
an example to be followed, and the 
Pheenix Park gives us the space. All 
that is needed is to shed false pride, 
and admit. even if only as evidence of our 
progress, that our ancestors did not all 
dwel] in slated houses, and that still there 
are some who have not substituted the 
Ford for the ass car, We are getting 
knowledgeable about the old Gael and 
knew next to nothing of popular life a 
eentury back, Yet the continuity is there 
if it could be exhibited.

The Right Hon. Sir John Ross, who 
has just entered u his seventy-seventh 
year, will be remembered in legal history 
as the last of the Irish Lord Chancellors, 

He is a son of the manse, his father 
being the Rey. Robert Ross. of London- 
derry, It his youth 
he attended Foyle 
College, and only a 
few months ago he 
honoured his old 
college by accepting 
the presidency of the 
Old Boys’ Asssocia- 
tion 

From Foyle he 

yoceeded to Trinity 
Ulege, Dublin, and 
took high honours. 
He. was First Classi- 
cal Scholar in 1876, 
and in that vear was 
cleeted president of 
the Philosophical Society. . In 1879 he 
began his distinguished legal career with 
bis eall te. the Trish Bar, and quickly 
made progress in hig profession. He was 
appointed a Queen's Counsel in 1891, and 
in 1806 beeame a Judge of the High 
Court in Ireland. In 1921 he was 
i “ós Lord Chanceellog oí Ireland. 

Sir John has dome much good public 
work in other directions. From 1 to 
1805 he represented Londonderry City in 
Parliament, and in 1902 was appointed ua 
Privy Counefilor. We has served as a 
Commissioner of National Education in 
Ireland, and has been Chairman and 
Governor of the Royal Drummond Inst- 
tution. Dublin University honoured him 
in 1914 by the eonferment of the hon. 
degree of LL.D.

He took many academe 
honours, being First Latin Scholar at 
Queen's University, Senior Scholar in 
Classics, and Porter Scholar, and he aiso 
studied at Edinburgh and Leipzig. Ile 
was ordained at Bushmills in 1902, and 
later was appointed Professor of Church 
History at Magee College, Londonderry. 
London University a few years ago gas 
him the degree of Bachelor of Divimity. 


Professor Samuel .Anegus. 


The Rev. Professor Samuel Anvus, 
M.A., D.Latt., who also holds the Glasgow 
Doctorate of Divinity, was born in Ire- 
land forty-eight years ngo, and. after his 
term at the Royal University of Ireland, 
went on to Berlin and Edinburgh for 
further studies. 

From 1006 to 1910 he was lecturer in 
Hellenistic Greek at Hartford, U.B.A. :

Theoloxzy 
at St. Andrews College, New South 
Wales. 

He was previously honoured by Queen's 
University in 1923, when the degree of 
Doctor of Letters was conferred upon him.

LTHOUGH the unemployment re- 
turns show occasional decreases as 
compared with the previous week's 
figures, the tendency is to increase 
rather than to diminish. The latest 
statistics record a grand total of nearly 
38,000 persons on the registers of the 
Northern Labour Exchanges, while, of 
course, there are many thousands seerch- 
ing for work, of whose unhappy fate 
nothing is said. Several years have 
agsed since members of the Government 
predicted a new era of prosperity, but 
work and wages cannot be produced like 
rabbits out of a magician’s hat. and the 
result of unfulfilled promises has been 
disappointment all round. 

Strangely enough, in Belfast one does 
not see many signs of depression, unless, 
perhaps, in the growing army of beggars 
and in the half-starved faces of ex-Service 
men who hawk their little stores of wares 
from door to door in the residential paris 
of the city. Wealth marches through the 
main thoroughfares, while want stalks in 
the back streets. It is a city of strong 
contrasts, and the visitor only sees the 
more pleasant side of life, From time to 
time our political leaders talk about 
attracting new industries and paint rosy 
pictures of what might be, but, so far, 
their dreams have not come true, What 
they have said about favourable facilities 
for starting new works, with conditions 
of good sites, excellent transport, and 
skilled and willing working-class popula- 
tion, is all perfectly correet, but it may 
be that the laws which govern Great 
Britain are not always suitable for 
Northern Ireland, where the great main- 
stay of the people is agriculture. 


HISTORIC MILLS BE CLOSED. 


Unfortunately. there is more proof of 
the tumbling down of old edifices than 
the erection of new ones. The depression 
in the linen industry provides bac: somn oí 
this. although much is now being done to 
restore it to its ancient pre-eminence ; and 
now comes the announcement that the 
historic woollen mills of Caledon, im 
County, Tyrone, are to be closed down. 
About 230 employes will be affected, and 
it is stated that already an unemploy- 
ment exchange has been opened. in the 
village to deal with the situation. It ts 
understood that the Caledon firm has 
come to its decision to stop work not only 
beeause of the depression in the woollen 
industry. but because of the impossibility 
of securing an cconomic price for its 
manufactured orticles in consequence of 
the wholesale dumping of foreign mate- 
rials at priees with which the local 
manufacturers find it impossible to com- 
pete. 

The managiwe director of the company 
has expressed the opinion that the only 
remedy is the establishment of a system 
of safeguarding for this, as well as for 
various other industries in the province ; 
but in such matters the Northern Govern- 
ment is absolutely helpless, having no 
power in fiscal affairs, while the Socialist 
Government at Westminster is hostile to 
any form of protection, and certainly wil] 
not go out of its way to assist the Six 
(‘ounties by favoured legislation. Even 
Mr. Baldwin's Administration refused to 
do that, 


i VTEREST IN SHAMROCK V 


The Announcement that Sir Thomas 
Lipton’s new chailenger, Shamrock V., ™% 
to sail on Belfast Lough before she crosacs 
the Atlantic to compete for the 
America Cup, has created much in. 
terest im focal yachting circles. I¢ 
has been arranged to hold the 
Koyal Ulster Club’s Regatta next year 
in June, instead of in July as im the past, 
end, of course, the challenger’s er air 
ance in Northern waters will be eagerly 
followed by the experts both at home and 
in America. . The fifth Shamrock should 
find worthy rivals to try out her speed in 
such formidable racing craft as Britannia, 
White Heather and Lulworth, which are 
also expected to grace the premier 
Northern yachting fixture, and everyone 
will rejoice if she carries the colours of 
Sir Thomas to victory. 

It is probable that Shamirock V. will 
compete in several Kuglish regattas beivre 
coming to Bangor, and subsequently she 
will go over to Glasgow to take part in the 
Clyde Fortnight series of races. When 
these are completed she will be prepared 
for her voyage to New York, where «an 
enthusiastic welcome awaits her. As the 
¢hallenge was sent out from the Royal 
Ulster Club on behalf of Sir Thomas, it 
is likely that one of ite members will be 
oficially present at the races for the 
historic cup.

Science and Safety. 


It has been remarked many times that 
it is only in the last few years that 
the skill of the ancient Romans in the 
making of roads has been surpassed. 
Nothing so well planned or so well 
laid as the Roman road was known to 
modern times until the new stresses 
laid upon the highways by motor 
traffic called the highest skill of chemist 
and engineer into play. Means were con- 
trived to lay foundations that would 
withstand enormous new strains and 
to apply ‘surfaces which would endure 
the hardest usage. Now another demand 
has been laid upon science. An 
enduring road has been devised; can 
wisdom now contrive a safe road? An 
engineering correspondent of the Daily 
Telegraph describes certain conclusions 
which have been reached. by statistical 
research. It has been found that, when 
the average number of accidents occurring 
on a straight, wide stretch of level road is 
100, the same figure will represent the 
number of accidents upon a road of the 
same type with a slight gradient. Where, 
however, there are slight curves, the per- 
centage of accidents. is 105, and where 
there are steep gradients the percentage 
is 508. Where sharp curves and steep 
gradients are combined the percentage 
reaches the total of 875. The most 
popular touring regions in Ireland, it will 
be observed, are regions in. which that 
perilous combination is frequent ; a typical] 
example may be found in the thronged 
road which runs through the beauties, of 
County Wicklow from Bray to Ashford. 
Traffic studies have arrived at certain 
rulés by which the major hazards of hilly 
roads may be reduced... Thus,.‘‘ it 1s 
desirable, where comparatively steep 
gradiénts are necessary, to break the 
steepness at frequent intervals by inter- 
sections of level or, at any rate, less 
steep roads. These enable drivers to 
maintain proper control of the car when 
descending, to. regain it if temporarily 
lost; to ease the engine, and to avoid an 
undue slowness in ascent.”” By the 
standardisation of such rules as these a 
new science of road building will “be 
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may be aye sticking in a tree; it will be 
growing while ye’re sleeping,” said a 


forester of former times, ‘and the thrifty : 


saying is the motto of the Royal Scottish 
Arboricultural Society. The gain. that 
forests yield may ‘be the motive of much 
of the zeal and thoroughness with which 
Scotsmen pursue, the cultivation of the 
woods; but the* love of trees stirs them 
also.. If the double interest. could be 
wakened in ‘Irishmen, this island would 
be. both more prosperous and more fair 
within no great space of time. An account 
of some outstanding, old and famous 
trees, which appears in the 
Journal of the Society, serves to recall 
how much of historic association clings to 
woods. In Aberdeenshire, at Craigmryle, 
there is an ash tree, twenty-one feet 
in girth, that was planted by Mary 
Queen of Scots after the Battle of 
Corrichie, in token of Darnley’s hope 
that an undivided Scotland would be 
hers. At Kenmore, Loch Tay, stands 
the .Fortingal yew, which is said 
to be about three thousand years old, 
and the oldest specimen of vegetation in 
Europe. An old thorn tree at Prestonpans 
marks the spot where Sir John Cope’s 
commander fell in 1745. Another thorn 
at Dunning, in Perthshire, commemorates 
the burning of the village by Mar’s forces 
during the, retreat from Sherriffmuir in 
1715. A book on the parish of Strathblane, 
in Stirlingshire, mentions an oak, situated 
on the lands of Blairquhosh, which is 
wecorded as growing on the same march 
in the year 1493. During the stormy 
December of 1926 a cedar of Lebanon was 
blown down at Biel House, in East 
Lothian. It was 225 vears old, and had 
been brought from London in a flower pot 
by the second Lord Belhaven.

UNEMPLOY MEN1

WESTMINSTER, Monday. 

When the debate on the report stage, of 
the Unemployment Insurance Bill was re 
sumed in the House of Commons to-day, con- 
siderable ‘discussion arose on a new clause, 
moved by Captain Crookshank, to provide 
that the rates of contributions for young 
persons. between the ages of 15 and 16 am 
16 and 18. and for every employer of such 
persons, should range according to age from 
one penny to threepence. He stigmatised 
as the foulest crime in English jurisprudence 
the making of money out of boys and girls, 
and said the Minister of Labour was doing 
this in order to bolster up a bankrupt unem- 
ployment fund. Out of the mouth of babes 
and sucklings she and her party would stand 
condemned. (Ministerial cheers.) 

Miss Bondfield remarked that 
member’s speech was so astonishing that she 
did not’ propose to spend much time im 
replying to it. All-she need say was that 
the: rates had been fixed in accordance with 
a principle which had been accepted by the 
Conservatives. 

Major Elliott likened the unemployment fond 
to a money’ box in which were placed the 
contributions of the employers, the work- 
people and the State.. There was a trapdoor 
at the back of thet box, out of which the 
Minister extracted the money, and said— 
“Ah! that will teach the young people 
thrift.’” (Laughter.) 

The clause, on a division, was rejected by 
241 to 139. 

Captain Hudson moved to leave ont Clause 
1 of the bill, which, he said, hed become 
known as the’dele ‘for children clause. He 
believed that there was the greatest objection 
in the country to the clause, but, no doubt, 
it would be passed as the result of the alli- 
ance between Labour and Liberals. 

Major Davies, seconding,.said he was re- 
minded: of the old saying, “ As easy as steal 
ing cundy from a kid.’’ (Laughter.) That 
was what Labour was. doinc. 

After further debate, the clause was agreed 
to by 265 to 156. 

A DEFICIT OF TWO MILLIONS. 

The Report stage was concluded, and, on 
the motion for the third reading. Sir Arthur 
Steel-Maitland moved the rejection of the bill 
on the ground that it -placed unanticipated 
burdens on the Exchequer, and was calculated 
to bring about a deficit in the Unemploy- 
ment Insurance Fund during the year of up- 
wards of two million pounds. It was plain, 
he said, that the Government were quite in 
capable of dealing with the unemployment 
problem. There was 200,000 mure . unem- 
ployed than when the Govertiment came into 
power, and wages were failing at the rate 
of three and a half millions a year. And it 
was on these conditions that the Government 
were endeavouring to force upon the coun- 
try a bill which was bound to have a most 
disastrous efiect upon industry and employ- 
ment. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer did not 
think Sir Arthur Steel-Maitland’s speech 
was worth the trouble that liad evidently been 
expended upon it. This bill was the imevit- 
able consequence of the policy pursued by the 
ex-Minister of Labour, who, in association 
with Mr. Churchill, had brought the Unem- 
ployment Fund to a state of bankruptcy. The 
object of the bill was to trv to restore some- 
thing like solvency to this fund, which when 
the Government came into office had a debt 
of something like 37 millions. They could 
either increase the contributions or increase 
the. borrownig powers. Instead of taking 
this step it was decided that the Exchequer 
should assume responsibilitv for keeping. the 
fund solvent. and that. in short, was the 
scheme embodied in the bill. i 

The most. expensive item in the bill was 
that relating to the genuinely seeking work 
clause. Beheving, as he did, that 99 per 
cent. of the unemployed. were honest, straight- 
forward people, he was prepared to justify 
that. clause. ° He firmly believed that in 
twelve months they would have made +n 
impression upon unemployment, but that was 
not.to say they. were to be judged by their 
unemployment policy at the end of that 
period, any more than that he was going to 
be judged on his financial policy by his first 
Budget. It would take at east two or three 
years to restore the finances of the country 
to the position they were in 1924. 

The amendment was defeated by 273 to 
199, and the bill was read a third time.

“ HEATHENS ” IN THE HARBOUR. 


The town was founded by the Norsemen 
in 914. In that vear the chronicles assert 
that “a fleet of heathens’’ occupied 
Waterford Harbour. In the following 
year their numbers grew, and the 
chronicler adds that ‘‘ the territories and 
churches of Munster were plundered ‘by 
them.” These hardy seamen appear to 
have been equally sturdy on land. “They 
held their own for 250 years, fighting with 
their neighbours and against them some- 
what indiscriminately, in accordance with 
what we are led to believe was the cnstom 
of the time, until another fleet sailed 
up the Suir. {mn 1170 Strongbow brought 
ba fleet to Passage and stormed the town. 
Next year 400 ships appeared at- Crook 
escorting Henry II. of England. in 1185 
Henry’s youngest son John appeared at 
Waterford with a larze fieet from Milford 
Haven, and twenty-five years later’ as 
King of England, landed with an army 
at Crook to deal with some of his -barons 
who had grown troublesome-in the mean- 
witiles Nearly 200 years later’ another 
English monarch paid a. State visit to the 
town by sea with the largest army which 
up to that date had been seen on our 
shores. To judge from these events, it 
would seem that disarmament was scarcely 
as popular im former days/ag it, has since 
become, and T fear that the Christian 
spirit which now pervades this city was 
somewhat lacking in her early founders 
and visitors. 

Nor, indeed, Would it appear that the 
citizens themselves can be entirely absolved 
in those days from certain escapades on 
their own behalf which might be looked 
upon askance to-day, 
brought Waterford many enemies, tn- 
evitably brought trade and prosperity too. 
The ships which were “ black in the bicht 
of the bay”' were not always ships of war 
and destruction; from very early times 
this city was an important cenfre of trade 
with Great Britain and the Continent. 
As time went on the port, grew jn import- 
“aice, and the city grew ‘with the port. 
In 1626 Charles 1.. by the Great Charter 
of Waterford, granted to. the Mayor, 
Sheriff and citizens of Waterford the port 
of Waterford. with the bed and water of 
the river, the right to levy dues and other 
rights and privileges. One of these, I 
am told, was the right of the- Mayor to

THE HARBOUR AUTHORITY. 

With the passage of time it seems that 
the merchants of the city felt that the 
revenues derived from shipping should be 
applied, to some extent, towards the im- 
provement of shipping facilities. This 
was one hundred and fifty rs ago, and 
it is somewhat interesting in view of to- 
day’s function that the dispute between 
the merchants and the municipal authority 
then had reference to the cleansing 
and improvement of the quayage accom- 
modation. In 1816 a separate harbour 
authority was established, which has con- 
tinued, with certain alterations, made 
thirty years later, to look after shipping 
interests up to the present day. 

The natural facilities of Waterford 
Harbour made it a safe haven in the days 
of sailing ships; these natural facilities 
were en Bea by the building of the 
existing line of quays, which extend for 
about a mile and a half. They were 
further increased by the cutting and 
deepening of the ford to enable ships of 
large draught to come up the river to the 
city. The day of the sailing ship is gone, 
however, and larger and ever larger 
vessels have come to take its place. In 
this age of competition a port must 
advance with the times or it is bound to 
decay. It cannot remain stationary. The 
citizens of Waterford have good reason to 
be grateful to the Harbour Commissioners 
for their foresight through the last 
century; they may well congratulate 
themselves upon the wisdom of the pre- 
sent Commissioners in the work on which 
they are now engaged, 

INDUSTRIAL PROGRESS. —. 

Any development which tends*to elimi- 
nate waste, to speed up the loading and 
unloading oí vessels, to increase the 
output of manual energy is a step in the 
right direction. It means greater and 
more economic production. This is the 
keynote of industrial success and pro- 
gress. The introduction of mechanical 
devices must necessarily give rise to a 
temporary dislocation in the nature, and 
to a less degree in the extent, of man-

“Thus,” the Cardinal continued, “ the 
Pope's princely beneficence towards this 
splendid. new college wherein we are 
assembled can never be forgotten, nor his 
spontaneous participation last June in our 
centenary celebrations of Catholic Eman- 
cipation, when, by a special letter borne 
by a distinguished Roman prelate, he 
made himself a sharer in our national joy. 

** Now, as the latest proof of this love, 
our country, though very small on the 
map of the world, is honoured with 
another Cardinal. All this undoubtedly is 
due to the fact that Pius XI. knows our 
country’s history and what she has done 
and suffered for the Catholic faith. He 
knows her dévotion to the faith in the 
past and in the present, and he knows 
her record in the early centuries.’’ 

ST. PATRICK AND ROME. 

Cardinal MacRory dwelt upon the fact 
that, with repard to her fidelity to Rome, 
Ireland had learned it from St. Patrick. 
““ There are some simple people in Ireland 
at present who are foolish enough to main- 
tain that St. Patrick and the early Irish 
Churches were independent of Rome,” 
he said. ‘‘ No assertion could be more 
groundiess or more opposed to the testi- 
mony of history. For instance, the sixth 
century biogrdpher, St. Germain Euxerre, 
testifies that before St. Patrick set out 
for Ireland he visited the Pope, St. 
Celestine, approved by whose judgment, 
supported by whose authority and 
strengthened by whose blessing he went 
on his way to Ireland. 

“‘ Nor did our national apostle merely 
come tc us from Rome,” Cardinal 
MacRory continued. “He taught our 
forefathers to be loyal and obedient to 
Rome, and ordained that whatever diffi. 
cult questions might arise should be re- 
ferred to the Holy See. 

‘* Ever since then, thank God, Ireland 
has hearkened to the voice of her 
apostle.’’ 

Cardinal MacRory ended by saying that 
the honour conferred upon him would 
help him to labour “ in union with his 
venerable brethren of the Irish Hierarchy 
mere zealously and fruitfully for the glory 
of God and the spiritual and temporal 
welfare of our dear Irish ple.”

THE HARBOUR AUTHORITY. 

With the passage of time it seems that 
the merchants of the city felt that the 
revenues derived from shipping should be 
applied, to some extent, hee Be the im- 
provement “of shipping facilities. “This 
was one hundred and Atty rs ago, and 
it is somewhat interesting a stiom of to- 
day’s function that the dispute between 
the merchants and the municipal authority 
then had reference to the cleansing 
and improvement of the quayage accom- 
modation. In 1816 a separate harbour 
authority was established, which has con- 
tinued, with certain alterations, made 
thirty years later, to look after shipping 
interests up to the present day. 

The natura] facilities of Waterford 
Harbour made it a safe haven in the days 
of sailing ships; these natural facilities 
were en Bove by the building of thie 
existing line of quays, which extend for 
about a mile and a half. They were 
further increased by the cutting and 
deepening of the ford to enable ships of 
large draught to come up the river to the 
city. The day of the sailing ship is gone, 
however, and larger and ever larger 
vessels have come to take its place. In 
this age of competition a port must 
advance with the times or it is bound to 
decay. It cannot remain stationary. The 
citizens of Waterford have good reason to 
be grateful to the Harbour Commissioners 
for their foresight through the last 
century; they may well congratulate 
themselves upon the wisdom of the pre- 
sent Commissioners in the work on which 
they are now engaged. 

INDUSTRIAL PROGRESS. | 

Any development which tends*to elimi- 
nate waste, to speed up the loading and 
unloading of vessels, to increase the 
output of manual energy is a step in the 
right direction. It means greater and 
more economic production. This is the 
keynote of industrial success and pro- 
gress. The introduction of mechanical 
devices must necessarily give rise to a 
temporary dislocation in the nature, and 
to a less degree in the extent, of man- 
power utilised. But these things speedily 
readjust themselves with _ efficient 
management and direction. Increased 
production, increased trade mean in- 
creased prosperity and increased employ- 
ment. It cannot be too clearly empha- 
sised that we cannot get out of industry 
m-:e then we put into it, The standard 
ef life which was tolerated and tolerable 
in the “ays before the discovery of steam 
and electricity is no longer suitable, and 
unless we progress with the times we will 
find ourselves driven out of business by 
our more energetic competitors.

The new 
deep water whayi will afford improved 
berthage facilities, and, with the crane, will 
enable. vessels to discharge their cargoes more 
economically and efficiently than hitherto. The 
iulks and pontoons over which most of the 
Continental and bulk cargo traffic was dis- 
charged will still have their uses.

THE OLD MILITARY BARRACKS. | 

Mr. M. P. O'Brazil, the Town Clerk, said 
that Waterford needed 1,007 houses; 443 
houses in the city had been condemned us 
unfit for human habitation. To solve the 
problem the Corporation were anxious to 
acguire from the Government the military 
barracks, which was not to be used by the 
Civie Guard, and which would accommodate 
fifty families, and also the old artillery 
barracks.

MINISTER'S REPLY. 

Mr. iMulcahy, in reply. said that the recent 
national housinz survey had revealed the fact 
that Waterford needed immediately 615 new 
houses to replace those no longer fit for 
human habitation, In the matter of housing 
Waterford compared favourably with Cork, 
and was much better off than Limerick or 
Dublin. With regard to taking over the 
military barracks. it might be possible to 
build new houses at less cost than réconstract- 
ing the berracks. The road grant was a 
limited fund and had to be expended.with an 
eye to the requirements of the whole country. 
It would be useless to provide perfect, roads 
in the city and leave bad ones leading into it. 

President Cosgrave said that the difficulty 
with housing wag the problem of hailding 
houses at economic prices. They hoped to 
lower the cost of ‘building houses to a rate 
which people could afford to pay, . The 
situation that had arisen with regard to the 
revaluation of Waterford was unfortunate, 
but he did not see any way out of it.

vised its construction, it is a source of legi- 
timate pride.

THE NEW QUAY. 

The wharf is situated on the south bank of 
the River Suir, with its up-stream end about 
160 feet from the Redmond Bridge, and has 
a frontage of 300 feet by 80 feet in depth, 
and is built of reinforced concrete. It was 
calculated to carry a live load of 5 cwt. per 
square foot, the deck being supported by 145 
reinforced concrete square piles, the average 
length of which was 57 feet, and they were 
driven into the river bed about 30 feet. The 
stone used was local. 

The wharf will be lighted by five 500 watt 
lampa. The contract price was £26,371, and 
the contractors for the work were the Til- 
bury Contracting and Dredging Co., Litd., 
Tothill street, Westminster, London, 8.W. 1.

ARCHBISHOP AND 
THE GOVERNMENT. 


From Revrer’s CORRESPONDENT. 

| MALTA, Monday. 

The recent friction between the Maltese 
Government and the Roman Catholic 
ecclesiastical authorities in, the island is 
recalled by the publication this mornin 
in the official organ of the Archb of 
Malta of a message which the Archbisho 
has addressed to all arch«priésts, par 
priests and superiors of religious orders. 

It will be remembered that ‘the 
ecclesiastical authorities decided “to 
transfer a monk from Malta to Italy in 
consequence of certain happenings, where- 
upon the. Government pointed out that 
the monk was a British subject, and must 
not be sent compulsorily out of British 
territory. Monsignor ‘Robinson was 
despatched by the Pope to investigate the 
situation, and Sir Gerald | Strickland, 
head of the Ministry, visited London to 
make a special report on the matter. 


ARCGHBISHOP’S MESSAGE. 

The Archbishop of Malta's message, 
which is published to-day, reminds the 
recipients that the bishops’ past conduct 
has been inquired into by the Apostolic 
delegate, who examined all questions and 
approved of their every action, as 
evidenced by Cardinal Gasparri’s report, 
which was based, not on anonymous re- 
ports, but on the report: of the Apostolic 
delegate, and of two -other personages 
charged by the Holy Bee. 

He was consoled by the fact that, with 
regard to the past, the bishops’ actions 
had been completely approved by the Holy 
Father, who had not failed to encourage 
the bishops to continue in the same 
manner and with the same energy, though 
in conjunction with the mecessary 
pradence. 

The result of Cardinal Gasparri’s letter 
was a protest from the Government, It 
was also sent to the Press and laid: be- 
fore Parliament. The protest, which 
bimed at refuting the Cardinal's letter, 
was based on secret documents, which 
were copied and given to the Press. This 
reply never reached the Vatican, because 
the Imperial Government, judging it to 
be indecorous, had not thought proper to 
transmit it to the Holy Father, 

In conclusion, the Archbishop says that, 
‘‘ whoever dares to say that this Govern- 
ment has been badly treated by the Pope 
and that, as regards the. religious issue, 
this Government is right, shows. that he 
is not a good Catholic, and as such falls 
under ‘ canonical sanction.’ ” | 


tHE ACCIDENT. ON 
THE CELTIC, 


VERDICT AT. INQUEST 
ON VICTIMS. 


JURY'S FINDING. 
—— 


That the deceased men came by their 
ceaths as the result of sulphuretted hydrogen 
gas while working in the hold of the Celtic, 
and that they (the jury) felt that no reason- 
able precautions had been taken to ventilate 
the ship’s hold, was the verdict returned 
yesterday at the resumed inquest which was 
held in Queenstown, by Mr. Edward Rice, 
solicitor, Fermoy, on the four men who lost 
their lives in the accident which occurred 
aboard the stranded liner Celtic on November 


29 last. % 

Mr. Peter O'Toole, Analyst of the State 
Laboratory, gave evidence of visiting the 
Celtic last Tuesday at the request of the Free 
State Department of Justice to ascertain the 


kind of gas that caused the deaths. 


PUMPING OPERATIONS. 

Mr. Frank Rysdyk, whose employers were 
Messrs. Cox and Danks, Ltd., of London, 
stated, in the course of his evidence, that he 
was working partly numbers two and six 
holds at the time of the accident. Witness 
was acting under the instructions of the late 
Mr, Carmichael with regard to pumpin 
operations, The deceased men, Secon 
Burke and John Findlay, were working under 
his instructions, Between two and three 
o'clock “he looked into number’ two 
hold, and Findlay and. Burke’ were 
then. standing alongside him. Witness 
could not say who told Burke and Findlay 
to go into the hold to see what was wrong. 
He went to tell the engine-driver to stop 
the engine, but on arrival found no engineer 
there, and he shut off the power to the pump 
himself. Having switched off the supply to 
Number 2 pump, he rushed back on deck, 
and saw burke and Findlay standing on 
Number 4 deck, in Number 2 hold, about 
twenty feet down. That was not where they 
were working when he left them. He did 
pot know whether Burke or Findlay: had 
gone down there. “ He shouted to them to 
know what was up with the pump. 


THE ALARM. 

Burke replied: “1 do not know. I wili 
go and see. Witness did not stop them 
going down. Burke went over to the pump, 
muttered something, which witness did 
not hear, and then started to walk towards 
the ladder, which he reached; but stumbled, 
and fell on the tank top. . Findlay . im- 
mediately descended into the hold, and as 
goon as he reached the bottom of the ladder 
ne, too. fell down. Witness shouted the 
alarm, and asked for a heayy line. He went 
in search of a rope, and found, on returning 
und Jooking down the bold, that others had 
been gassed. He did not at any time smell 
gas. He did net know that gas was present ; 
neither was he aware that experts had been 
sent ever to ascertain the presence of gas a! 
any date previous to the accident. Witness 
never was warned by anyone of the presence 
of dangerous gas in this hold. 

Mr. Ernest Frank Cox, 168 Hegent street, 
London, stated that, some months priar to 
the unfortunate occurrence, he supervised the 
salvage operations on the Celtic. “He came 
occasionally to inspect the wreck, and the 
deceased, Mr. Carmichae!, was his chief man 
in charge, who sent him daily reports. 
Messrs. Petersen and Albeck, of Copenhagen, 
and Messrs. A, 0. Hill, Dover, were joint 
owners of the Celtic, and they, having regard 
to his vast experiences as salvage contractor, 
had requested nis assistance. Lhe deceased, 
Mr. Carmichael, latterly had complete charge 
of the ship, and all the foremen were allo- 
cated under his sole charge, and these in 
cluded Rysdyk. Rysdyk was assigned undar 
Carmichael to have charge of the pumping 
operations, He last visited the ship about 
November 13, He arranged with Carmichael 
that. Rysdyk should go on pumping Number 
2 hold, and proved to him whether it was 
water-tight or not. He had arranged 
for two pumps to be put inte number two 
hold, so that eventually they could pump in 
fresh water, such eventuality to be decided 
by the man on the spot. 


ERS. 

If he had been there himself he would 
have allowed a short space of time to elapse 
before sending the men down. He gave Mr. 
King and Rysdyk distinct orders to cut four 
holes around this hatch to allow a current of 
air to civeulate in the hold, but owing to the 
circumstances this had not been done. Had 
they been cut it might have helped to prevent 
the unfortunate occurrence.

GRATITUDE. 


TOKEN OF THE POPE’S 


LOVE FOR IRELAND. 


Immediately afterwards a Special Com- 
Mission, consisting of Monsignor Arturo 
Gervasi, Master of the Chamber of 
Cardinal Gasparri, accompanied by the 
notary to the Apostolic Chancery and a 
-Fapal Master of Ceremonies, visited each 
of the newly-elected Cardinals at the place 
of his residence, where they presented 
him with a biglietto informing him of his 
appointment. 
“Monsignor Joseph MacRory received 
the depatation in the large hall of the 
Irish College, where he was surrounded 
by. friends and well-wishers, including 
Monsignors Hagan and Curran, Rector a 
Vice-Rector of the College; Sénator Sir 
Grattan Esmonde, who came 
from Dublin to Rome to serve his turn as 
Papal Private Chamberlain ; cage, crá 
Grano, Master of Ceremonies, attac to 
the newly-elected Cardinal ; Signor Tordi, 
his Gentleman-in-Waiting, whose father 
yerformed the same office for Cardinal 
‘O'Donnell, besides the students of the 
College, and many high dignitaries of the 
other Irish. religious houses in Rom.e All 
these were paying the visits di calore (“of 
warmth ”) with which the elected candi- 
dates are. honoured, and which will con- 
tinue throughout to-day and to-morrow. 

POPE AND IRISH PILGRIMS. 

In reply to the communication, which 
was read aloud to him, Monsignor 
MacRory expressed hig gratitude for the

Catholic Church of Ireland, and thanked 


the Commission for their congratulations | 


to himself. 

Monsignor MacRory said that he felt 
he was unworthy of the high ne to 
which the Pope graciously called him 
when he realised his own shortcomings, 
and thought of his predecessors—Car- 
dinals Logue and G’Donnell—but, greater 
than his unworthiness and greater than 
the confidence that the Pontiff had re- 
posed ‘in him, was his feeling that the 
honour had not heen conferred solely, or 
even chiefly, because of his personal 
merits, ‘but because of the Holy Father’s 
well-known love for Ireland, which had 
moved him to give go soon another Car- 
dinal to their island. This love Pope 
Pius had always shown both in his beau- 
tiful discourse to the Irish pilgrims, and 
in acts that spoke more eloquently than 


words. 
PAPAL BENEFICENCE. 

“Thus,” the Cardinal continued, “ the 
Pope's princely beneficence towards this 
splendid. new college wherein we are 
assembled can never be forgotten, nor his 
spontaneous participation last June in our 
centenary ‘celebrations of Catholic Eman- 
cipation, when, by a special letter borne 
by a distinguished Roman prelate, he 
made himself a sharer in our national joy. 

“ Now, as the latest proof of this love, 
our country, though very small on the 
map of the world, is honoured with 
another Cardinal. All this undoubtedly is 
due to the fact that Pius XI. knows our 
country’s history and what she has done 
and suffered for the Catholic faith. He 
knows her devotion to the faith in the 
past and in the present, and he knows 
her record in the early centuries.”’ 

ST. PATRICK AND ROME. 

Cardinal MacRory dwelt upon the fact 
that, with mm to her fidelity to Rome, 
Ireland had learned it from St. Patrick. 
““ There are some simple people in Ireland 
at present who are foolish enough to main- 
tain that St. Patrick and the early Irish 
Churches were independent of Rome,” 
he said. ‘‘ No assertion could be more 
groundless or more opposed to the testi- 
mony of history. For instance, the sixth 
century biogrgpher, St. Germain Euxerre, 
testifies that before St. Patrick set out 
for Ireland he visited the Pope, St. 
Celestine, approved by whose ree se they 
supported by whose authority and 
strengthened by whose blessing he went 
on his way to Ireland. 

“ Nor did our national apostle merely 
come te us from Rome,” Cardinal 
MacRory continued. ‘‘ He taught our 
forefathers to be loyal and obedient to 
Rome, and ordained that whatever diffi- 
cult questions might arise should be re- 
ferred Wo the Holy See. 

“ Ever since then, thank God, Ireland 
has hearkened to the voice of her 
apostle.”’ 

Cardinal MacRory ended by saying that 
the honour conferred upon him would 
help him to labour “ in union with his 
venerable brethren of the Irish Hierarchy 
mere zedlously and fruitfully for the glory 
of God and the spiritual and temporal 
welfare of our dear Irish ple.” 

SIR THOMAS ESMONDE.

GOVERNMENT MAY TAKE 
ACTION. 


THE STRENGTH OF THE 
CIVIC GUARD,

From Our PoLFHCAL CORRESPONDENT. 

I learn that, if no approach is made to the 
Government in ecounection with the deficit. in 
the Teachers’ Pension Fund in the Free 
State, the Government themselves will brieg 
Íorward proposals to remedy the present very 
unsatisfactory situation. ‘The proposals, it is 
understood, will place an additional demand 
on the teacheys’ salaries, from which a 


their contribution to the Fund. 

No direct representation has been made to 
the Government of late on bebali of the 
teachers with the object of having a seitie- 
ment made. Some months ago a deputation 
waited on the Government, and since then 
conferences of teachers have been held im 
varions parts of the country, which were 
followed by a congress in Dublin, repre- 
seulative of the teachers in all parts ef the 
Free State. So far nothing tangible hag 
resulted froin the congress, axcept that meet 
ings have been held to insist wpon the fact 
that the teachers’ side of the fund was in 
eredit, and that it was the Government's 
duty to make up the deficit on their sile, 

Inasmuch as this would represent an 


whe are already heavily weighed down with 
taxation, the Government, i am insormed, 
has no intention of aceedimg to this demand. 
The Pension Fund has three sources of 
revenue — 4 per cent. deduction from 
teachers salaries, a State contribution, and 
the proceeds from the Church Temporalities 
Fund. 
THE CIVIG GUARD. 

Since 1925 the strength of the Civie Guard, 
including the Dublin Metropolitan Division, 
has been reduced from 7.222 to 7,022, but it 
is unlikely that any further reduction will 
taise place, Recruiting was stepped about 
fifteen months ago, and the decrease of 200 is 
represented by retirements, emigration and 
illness. It is calculated that 200 men per 
annum are lost to the Guards by wastage, 
and General O'Dufiy is, I am informed, 
anxious that reeruiting should be re-opened 
at the earhest moment, 

The Executive Council apparently does not 
agree that there is an immediate necessily for 
the re-opening of recruiting, but I learn that

THE IRISH LIGHTS. 

The question of the cost of the upkeep of 
the Irish Lights has now been settled in prin- 
ciple.
